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Ther enrance 1 need not make unto my 
(peechat this time, than that whieh the 
Apoſtle himſelf preſenteth unto me 18 
the verſe next but one going before my 
Text : I ſptok 80 wiſe men. The more unwiſe might 
I deem my felf to be, who being ſo copicious unto 
my ſelf of my great weakneſs, durſt adventure to 
diſcover the ſame before ſo grave and judicious art 
Auditory ; but that this conſideration doth ſome- 
whar ſupport me, that no great blame can ligbc 
herein upon me, but ſome aſperſion thereof muſt 
refle& upon your ſelves, who happened to make fo 
evil a choice ; the more facile I expe you to be 
ina cauſe, wherein you your ſelves are ſome ways 
intereſted, 

The ſpecial ciuſe of your aſſembling at this t:me, 
is, firſt, that you '#ho profels the ſame truth, may 
joyn in one body, and partake together of the 
ſame bleffed Communion : and then, that ſuch as 
adhere unto falſe worſhip, may be diſcovered and 
avoided : You, in your wiſdom, diſcerning this 
holy Sacrament to be, as it were, ign#s probagions, 
which would both congregare homngenea, and ſegre- 
gave heterrgena, (as in Philoſophy we uſe to ſpeik) 
both conjoyn thoſe that be of the ſame, and dif- 
joyn ſuch as be of a differing kind and diſpoſition. 
And to this purpoſe have 1 made choice of this 
preſent Texr: Wherein the Apoſtle maketh our 
partaking of the Lords Table to be a teſtimony, 
not only of the union and communion which we 
have berwixt our ſelves, and with our Head, 
(which he doth in the expreſs words, which I 
have read) bur alſo of our diſ-union and ſeparati- 


x Cor. 10. Verſ. 17: 


For we are all Partakers of that 


verſe : both which are thus explained by St, Fobn, 
That which we have ſ-en and beard, d.clare we wnto 
you, that ye alfo ms» have fellowſhip with s ; and 
truly our fellowſhip is with the Father, and with bis 
Son Feſus Chriſt, 1 John 1, 43. Let them therefore 
that walk in darkfieis, brag as much as they liſt of 
their goodefellowſhip : This blefſed Apoſtle afſu- 
reth us, that ſuch ror 4 as do walk 1n the light,bave 
fellowſhip» ore with another, © Joh. 1. 6,7. cven as 
they have fellowſhip with God, and Jcſus Chrift 
his Son, whoſe blood ſhall cleanſe rhem from all 
ſin. And to what betrer company can a man come,. 
than to the ganeral Aſſembly, and Chur-b of the firſt 
born which are inrolled in H:aven, and to God the 
Fudge of all, and to the ſjirits of juſt men made per« 
f:&, and to Fejus the Mediator of the n-;9 Covenang: 
and to the bled of ſprinbling, which ſpeabetb better 
things than that of Abel ? Heb. 12. 28, 24. No fel- 
lowſhip (doubtleſs_) is comparable to this Com- 
munton of $a1nts. 

To begin therefore with the firſt part theresf, as 
theApoſt.in Ga1.3.27.28.maketh our being baptized 
inzo Chriſt, to be a teſtimony that we are all ane in 
Chrift : fo doth he here make our partabing of that 
one bread, to be an evidence that we alſo are all 
one bread, and one body in him. And to the ſame 

urpoſe, in Chap. 12. following, he propoundeth 
th our Baptiſm and our drinking of the Lords 
Cup, asſeals of che ſpiricnal conjunRion of us all 
into one myſtical body. For as the bedy is one, 
(kk he) and hath many members, and all the meyy- 
ers of that one body, being many, ave one body : ſo ab- 
fo is Chriſt, For by one Spirit are we all baptized into 
one body, whether we he Jew? oy Gentiles whether we 
be buund or free : and have been all mudeto drink gnts 
one Spirit. 1 Cor.12.12.13- Afrerwards he addeth, 
that we are the body of Chriſt, and members in parti» 
cular, Ibid. v. 27. and in another alſo, char 
Wo being mary, are ne body im Chriſt, and every one 
1 one » Rom 12. 5. 
Now the uſe which he teacheth us to make-'© 


this wonderful copjunRion (whereby We ar 
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members of Chrift, and members one of anorher) 
1s rwofald : 1, That there fhould be no ſchiſm 3n the 
body. 2. That the members ſhenld have the ſame care 
one for another, x Cor. 12. 25- For prevetiting of 
Schiſm, he exhorteth us in Epheſ,4.3,6. to keep rhe 
wnity of the Spirit in ehe bend of peace > and to make 
this bond the firmer, he purrerh us in mind of one 
Body, one Spirit, one Hope, one Lord, one Faith, one 
Baptiſm, one God and Father of all, who is above all, 
and thraugh all, and in 1s all : by this multiplication 
ef uniticsd eclaring unto us, that the knors where- 
by we are tied togethcr, are both in number 
more, .and of far greater momenr, then that mat- 
ters of ſmaller conſequenoe ſhould diffever us : 
and therefore that we ſhoul.l ſtand faſt in cone ſpirit, 
with one mind, firiving together for the far bh of the 
Goſpel, and in nothing terrified by our adverſaries, 
Phil. 1. 27, 28. 

Bur howſoever Gcd hath thus marſhalled his 
Church in a goodly order, terrible as an Army with 
Banners: yer, ſuch is the diſorder of our narure, 
chat mary, for all this, break rank, and the enemy 
bierh to breed diviſion in Gods Houſe, rhat fo 
his Kingdom might not ſtand, Nay, oftentimes it 
comerh to paſs that the Watchmen themſclvcs, Cant. 
$. 7. who were appointed for the ſateguarding of 
The Church, prove, in this kind, to be re ſynecrs 


and woundcrs of her : and from among :hem who 


were purpolely ordained in the Church, tcr the 
bringing of men into the unigy of the faith, ard of the 
knowledge of the $11 of Grd, Eph,gq. 13. even from a- 
mong thoſe, ſome do arile, that ſpeak perverſe 
things, to draw away diſciples aftcy them, AQ 20.30. 
Thus we find in the Ecclcfraſtical Hiſtory, char 
after the death of Fuli:n the Apſtare, * Quetticns 
© and Diſputes concernine marrers of Dotrive were 
Ur: ſhly ſet afoor by thoſe who were ſer ever the 
* Churches. Whereupon Sex mer maketh tis grave 
Obſervation: That the Dipcefirion of men is ſuch, 
* that when they are wronged by others, they zre 
* ar agreement amore thc mſclves ; bur when they 
*zre freed of evils from abroad, then they make 
*inſurreCtions one againſt another. Which as we 
find to be too trve by the late experience of cur 
-Netghbour Churches in the Low-Countries : So 
are we to conſider with the Wiſeman, chat What 
bath been; # nm, andibat which is t6 be, hath already 
$-en, Eccle(.'2 15. aud be nor ſoinquiſitive, why 
the fe mer days were better than theſe? for we do not 
angie wiſely erncerniag this. Thid. 6.10. When like 
troubles were ih the Church hereretore, Iidoris 
- Fe'uſira, an ancient Father, moveth the queſtion, 
EI hat & man ſhould do in this cafe ? and-miketh 
WpThar If ir be poſuble we hould mendir, 
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© but if thar may not be; we ſhould held car

he apoſtles reſolution, I chink, may give ſuf- 

ficient (arisfation m this point, to all chat have 
moderare and peacable minds. If in any thing ye be 
other ayiſ* eninded, God ſhall reveal even this wnto you 1 
ncerrtbeleſs, whereto we have already attained, let ws 
walk by the ſame Tale, let ws mind the ſame thi 
Phil. z. 15: 16, Iris not to be looked for, that al 
gcod men ſhould agree in all chings: neither is i 
fic that we ſhould (as our Adverſaries do) put the 
truth unto compromiſe, and ro the ſaywg of an 
Achie1phel, whoſe couuſel muſt be accepted, * as if 
* a njan had inquired at the Oracle of God. We 
all agree rhat rhe Scriptures of God are the perfeR 
rule of our faith: we all conſent in the main 
grourds of Religion drawn from rhence : we all 
ſubſcribe to rhe articles of dotrine agreed upon in 
the Synod of the year 1552. * for the avoidio 
* of di-ei ficies of 0;inions, and the eſtabliſhiug 0 
conſent touching true Religion. Hitherro, by 
Gods mercy, have we already attained ; thus far 
therefore let us mind the ſame thing; ler not eve- 
ry wanion wit be permitted ro bring what fancies 
he liſt into the Pulpir, and tro diſturb rfiings that 
have bcen well ordered. I beſ:: c' you by:th1 en (ſaith 
the Apoſlle) mark them which cauſe d4wiſions ard of 
fences, c i ravy tothe dithine wie) ze have learned, 
and avid them. Rom. 16, 17. 

If in ſome other things we be otherwiſe mind- 
ed, than otFers of our Erethren arc ; ler us bear 
one wich another, until God ſhall revea) che ſame 
thing vnto vs: and howſoever we may (ce cauſe 
why we ſheu'd diſſent from others in- macter of 
opinion ; yer !er uz remember, that ehis is no cauſe 
why we ſhould kreak the Kings peace, and make 
a rent in the Chrrch of God. A thing deeply to 
Fe thoupta of by the Iſmael; of our time, whoſe 
hand is agairft :y:ry man, and every mans hand againſt 
them ; who bire and devour one anther, until they be 
conſumed one of another ; who forlake the fellowſhip 
of rhe Sainrs, and by a facrilegivus ſeparation brake 
this bond of peace. Litrle do theſe men conſider, 
how precious the peace of the Church ought ro be 
in our eyes (to be redeemed with a thouſand of 
lives) and cf what dangerous conſequence the 
matter of ſchiſm is unto rheir own ſouls, For how- 
ſoever the ſchiſmarick ſecundum affeFum (as the 
Schoolmen ſpeak) im his incention avd wicked pur- 

c, raketh away unity from the Church ; even as 

that hateth God, doth cake away goodneſs from 


him, as much as in him herh: yer ſecundum effeFum, 


in rruth, and 1n very deed, he raketh away the yai 
ty of the Glurch, only -from. 
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eutteth himſelf off from being united with the reſt 
of the body ; and being diflevered from the body, 
how is it pothible thar he ſhould retain communion 
with the Head ? 

To conclude therefore this firſt uſe which we are 
ro make of our communion with the B:dy : let us 
eall ro mind the exhorrarion of the Apoſtle: © A- 
* bore all things pur on love, which is the bend of 
s' perfeAnels, and ler the peace of God rule in 
« your hearts, to the which alſo ye are called in 
« one Body. Col.3.14. 15. Behold how good and 
pleaſant a thing it is for brethren ro dwell rogether 
in unity: Pſ. 133-1. What a goodly thing it is to 
behold ſuch an hogourableAfſembly as this is,to be 
a3 2 houſe thar is o'1npaZt together in it ſelf, Pſ,12 2.3.

Such as wiſh nor well to the pub- 
lick good, and would rejoyce at the ruin of our 
Scare, lorg for nothing more, then that difſenſjons 
ſhoald arite here, betwixr the members murual'y, 
and berwixt them and the Head.

« ſame care one for another. For that 15 che (e- 
cond ule which St. Pagl teacheth us ro make here- 
of, in 1 C*7, 12, 25. which he further amplifieth 
in the verſe next following, by che murual ſym- 


pathy and fe'low-fecling which the members of 
© c fan: ho2y fave 01: vv 
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« cher one member ſuffer, al! the members ſuffer 
« withir;z or one member b= honoured, al che 
© members rejoyce with it. And then he adderh :

fion in our hearts. Neither nced I to be carneft 
in exciting you to put your helping hands to the

It is a lamenrable thing to behold, how this ho- 
ly Sacrament, which was ordained by Chriſt to be 
a bond whereby weſhould be knit rogether in uni- 
ty, is, by Satans malice, and the corruption of 
mans diſpoſition, ſ@ ſtrangely perverted the con- 
trary way z that it is macle the principal occafion of 
that _ diſtraction which we ſee amongſt Chri- 
ſtians at this day,and the very fuel of endlets ſtrifes, 
and im»lacable contentions. And foraſmuch as 
theſe miſchiefs have proceeded from the inconſi- 
derate contounding of thoſe things which in their 
own nature are as «different as may be: for the

our Head is the main foundation of this heavenly 
union, Out of him there is nothing bur cenfuſion ; 
withour him we are nothing but diſordered heaps 
of rubbiſh : but * in him all the building ficly fra- 
* med together, groweth unto an holy Templcin 
« the Lord ; and in him are we builded together an 
habitation of Gcd through the Spirit, Epheſ 2,21, 
22, (Of eur ſelves we are but loſt ſheep, ſcattered 
and wan:iring upon every Mountain. From him ir 
1s, that there is *© one fold, avd one ſhepheard, 
(Job. 10. 16) God beving purpoſed in himſelf ro 
* gather togerher in one all chings in Chriſt, both 
* which arc in heaven, and whuch are on carth, 
« him, Epbeſ. 1. 10. This is the efſe2of our

through he exclude nor that neither) as unto b. 
true and heavenly Bread figured thereby ; whe 
the Lord himfelf pronounceth 1n John 6. 32. 51s 
« The bread that I will give, is my ficſh, which [ 
« \yill give for the life of the world: and (to ſhew 
that by partaking of this bread, that wondertul u- 
nion we ſpeak of, is effe&ed:) *® He that catech my: 
« fleſh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me,

* faith which ke had being uncircumciſed ; tha: 
Sacraments tave a two-fold relation to the things 
whereof they be Sacraments : the one of a ſign, 
the other of a ſeal. Signs, we know, are relatively 
united unto the things which they do ſignify ; and 
in chis reſpe& are ſo nearly conjoyned togerher, 
that the name of the one is uſually communicated 
unto the other, © This cup is the new Teſtament, 
or, tc new Covycnant, (aich our Saviour ne 


inſtirurien of the holy Supper, Luke 22. 20. ** This 
« is my Covenant, ſaith God in the inſticution of 
Circumciſion in the old Teſtament, Gen. 17. 10- 
bur how it was his Covenant, he explainerh in the 
verſe immediately following 3 © Ye ſhall circum- 
&« ciſe che fleſh of your foreskin; aud it ſhall be a 
« SIGN of the Covenant betwixt me and you. So 
words being che ſigns of things, vo ſooner 1s the 
ſound of the word conveyed to cur ears, bur the 
notion of che thing ſignified thereby is preſented 
unto our miad : and thereupon in the ſpeech of 
the Scripture nothing is more ordinary, than by 
the term of Word to norte a thing. We read in 
1 Sam. 4 that the Philiſtines were afraid and aid, 
God is cone in the Camp. ver. 75. when the Iſraclices 
broughc chicher * che Ark of the Covenant of the 
« Lord of Hoſts, which dwelleth berwecn the Che- 
« rubims, . 4. and yet was that no other but this 
relative kin i of preſcnce whereof now we ſpeak: 
in reſpe& whereof alſo the Shewbread is in the 
Hebrew named, the qe} - faces, or, the preſence 
bread, We ce with us, the room wherein the 
Kings Chair,aud orher Enfigns of State are placed, 
1s calle.1 the Chamber of preſence, alchough the King 
kimſe'f be not there perſonally preſent, And as 
the rude and un [utiful behaviour of any in chat 
place,or:he offeri g of any diſreſpeR rothe Kings 
PuurtraiGure, or to the Armes Roya!,or to any 0- 
ther thing that hath relation to his Majeſty, 15 ta- 
ken as 2 diſhonour dove unto the King himlelf : fo 
here, he that carerh the bread, and drinketh the 
cup of the Lor.l unwerthily, 1s accounted guilty 
of of{:ring indignicy to the © body ard blood of 
«the Lord, 1 Cor. 11.27. 

In t':'s (ort we acknowledge Sacraments to be 
Signs ; but bare ſigns we deny them to be : Seals 
they are, as well as ſigns of the Coverant of grace. 
As it waz therefore ſaid of Jobn the Baptift, that he 
was ** a Prophet, and more than a Prophet : Matt. 
11. #. So muſt we ſay of Sacraments, that they te 
ſions, and more than ſigns z even pledges and al- 
{..rance: -f the intereſt which we have 1n the hea- 
verly clings rhar are repreſented by them.He that 
hath in his chamber che piRure of the French King, 
hath but a bare ſign ; which pcfſibly may make him 
think of that King when he looketh on ir, but 
ſhewerh not thac he hath any manner of intereſt 
in him, Ir is otherwiſe with him that hath the 
Kings great Seal for the confirmation of the ncle 
that he hath unto all the lands and hvelithood 
which he doth injoy, And as here, the wax that 
is affixed co thoſe hams Patents, howſoever for 
fubſtanec it be the very ſame with that which is to 


be found every where, yet being applied to this 
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uſe, is of more worth to the Parent, then 


WAX in the Countrey befide: fo ſtandertyic with" 


the outward clements in the matter of the Sacra« 
ment, The bread and wine are not changed im 
ſubſtance from being the ſame with chat which is. 
ſerved at ordinary tables : bur in reſpe& of rhe 
ſacred uſe whereunto they are conſecrate?, ſuch a 
change is made, that now they differ as much from 
common bread and wine, as heaven trom carrh- 
Neither are they to be accounted barely fſignifica- 
tive, but truly exhibicive alfo of thoſe heavenly 
things wherero they have relation, as being a 
inted by God to be a means of conveying the 
ame unto us, and putting us in actual 
thereof, So thar In the uſe of this holy ordinance, 
verily as a man with his bodily hand and mouth re- 
ceiverh the earthly creatures; ſo verily doch he 
with his ſpiritual hand and mouth (if any ſuch he 
hare) receive the body and bloed ot Chriſt, 

And this is that real and ſubſtantial preſence, 
which we affirmed to be in the inward part of this 
lacred ation, For the better conceiving of which 
muſtery, we are co inquire, firſt, whar the thing is 
which we do here receive; ſecondly, how and 
in what manner we are made partakers of it. Tou- 
ching the farſt, the truth which muſt be held, is 
this: that we do not here receive only the bene- 
fics that flow from Chriſt ; bur the very body and 
blood of Chriſt ; that is, Chriſt himſelf uGhed, 
For as none can be made partaker of the > —_ 
the bread and wine to his bodily ſuſtenance,unleſs 
he firſt do receive the ſubſtance of thole creatnres: 
{0 neither can any participate 1n the benefits ari- 
ſing from Chriſt co his ſpiritual relief, except he 
firſt have communion with Chriſt himſelf, We 
muſt have the Son, before we have life, 1 Joh. 5.12, 
and therefore eat him we muſt, Job. 6.579. (as him- 
ſe]t ſpeakerh) that is, as truly be made parrakers 
ot him. as we are of our ordinary food, if we will 
Irve by him. As there 15a giving of him on Gods 
part (for unto 4 & Son is giten, Ela. 9.6.) fo there 
muſt be a n— of him on our part ; for * as 
** many as received him, to them gave he power 
* ro become the ſons of God, Fob, 1.12. And as 
we are © called by God unto the communion of 
«* his Son Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, 1 Cor. 1.9, ſoit we 
do hear his voice, and not harden our hearrs b 
unbclicf, we are izdeed made partakers 0 Chrifh, 
Heb. 3. 14. This is that great myftery (tor ſo the &- 

e cermeth ir_Jof our union with Chriſt, where- 

y we are made © members cf his body, of his 
« fleſh, and of his bones, Epb. 5.30,32- and this is 
that © eating of the fleſh of the Ton of man, and

Fob. 3. 4+ bur muſt eonfider, that the cating and 
drinking which eur Savieur ſpeaketh of, muft be 
anſwerable to the bungring and thirfting, for the 
quenching whereof this heavenly Banquet is pro- 
vided. Mark well the words whieh he uſcrh, to- 
ward the beginning of his diſcourſe concerning this 
argument. © 1 am the bread of life, he rhar 
&* comech ro me, fhall never hunger ; and he thar 
« beheveth in me, ſhall never thirſt. Bur 1 (aid 
© unte you, thar ye alſo have ſc en me, and believe 
<« not. 3b 6-35,36. And compare them with thofe 
inthe end: * Jr 1s the Spirir that quickenerth, the 
« fleſh profiteth nothing : the words chat 1 ſpeak 
* unto you, they are ſpirit, and rhey are lite, Bur 
« there are ſome of you that believe nor. Now ob- 
ſerve, that ſuch as our hungring is, ſuch 1s our cac- 
ing. Bur every one will confeſs, thar the hunger 
here ſpoken of, is nor corporal, bur ſpiritua!: 
Why then ſhould any man dream here of a corpo- 
ral cating * Again, the corporal cating, 1t a man 
rught have it, would nor avail any thing to che 
fluking of this hunger, nay, we arc expreſly told, 
that gbe fleſh thus taken (for ſo we muſt undeiſtand 
ir) profireth nothing, a man ſhould never be thc ber- 
ter, nor one jot the holi:r, nor any whit further 
from the ſecond death, if he had filed his belly 
with it. Bus that manner of feeding on his fleſh, 
which Chriſt himtelf commendeth unto us, 1s cf 
ſuch profir,that ic preſerveth the eater from death, 
and makcth him to live for ever, Joh.5. 50,5 1,54, 
$8, Iris norcherefore ſuch an cating, that evcry 
man who bringeth a bodily mouth with him may 
rain untos burtir is of a tar higher nature,name- 
1y, a ſpiritual uniting of us unto Chriſt, whereby 
he dwelleth in us, and we live by him. 

Ifany dofarcher inquire; how ir is poſſible that 
any ſuch unien ſhould be,ſecing the body of Chriſt 
1518 heaven, aad we are upon earth ? 1 anſwer, 
that if che manner of rhis conjunftion were carnal 
and corporal, ir wo.ld be indeed neceflary that 
things corzoyned ſhruld be admirred to be 1n the 
ſame place : bur ic being altogethcr ſpiritual ard 
ſupernatural, no Icca) preſence, no phy ical cor nia- 
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chematical continuity or contſguity is gby way re- 
quiſire thereunto. It is ſufficien for che making of 
a real union in this kind, that Chriſt and we (tho” 
never ſo far diſtant in plaee eaci1 from other) be 
knir rogether by thofe ſpiritua! hgetures, which are 
intimared unto us in the words alledged our of 
Joh. 6. te wit, the quickening Spirie —_—— 
downward from the Head, robe in us a fountain © 
ſupernatural lite ; and a lively faith (wrought by 
che ſame ſpirit ) aſcending from us upward, to lay 
faſt hold upon him, who * having by himſelf pur- 
« ged our fins, ficteth on the right hand of the 
« Majeſty en high. _ 
Firſt therefore, for the communion of the Spi- 
rit, which 1s the ground and foundation of this 
ſpiritual union ; ler us call ro mind what we have 
read in Gods Book : that Chriſt, the ſecond Aden, 
was made a quick*ning Spirit : Cor. I 5. 45- and that 
he quickeneth whom be will, Joh. 5.21. that unce him 
God bath given the ſpirit without meaſare, [oh. 3.34- 
and of bis fulneſs have all we received, Joh. 1.16. that 
he that is j1yned unto the Lord is ane Spirit, 1Cor 6.17, 
and that hereby we know that we dwell in bim,and be 
in us, becauſe b2 bath given 4 bis Spirit, 1 Joh. 3.24- 
4-13. By all which it doth appear, chat the miſte- 
ry of our union with Chriſt conſiſtecth mainly ia 
chis : thar rhe ſelf-ſame Spiric whch is in him, as 
1 rhe Head, 15 ſoderived from h'm into every orc 
of his rrue memvers, that thereby they are anima- 
red ard quicke: ed to a ſpiritual life, We read 1n 
FE 6"!

Ke that ſhould be- 
hold ſuch a viſion as this, would eaſily conclude 
by that which he ſaw, that ſome inviſible bands 
there were by which theſe wheels and living crea- 
rures were joyned together, howſoever none did 
outwardly appear unto the eye:and the holy Ghoſt, 
to g'Ve us ſatitfaftion herein, diſcovercrh the (c- 
cret, Þy yielding this for the reaſon of this ſtrange 
connex10n ; that the ſpirit of the Irving creature was 
m the wheel, Exck.

teQs as theſe, F-r ſo we ſhould prove our lelves - 
to be no wiſer than Naaman the Syrian was, who ha« 
ving received direction from the man of God, that 
he ſhould waſhin Jordan (even times, to be clean- 
ſed of his Leprofie, 2 Kings $5. 12. 13. replied with 
indignation, Are not Abana and P harpar, rivers of 
Damaſcus, better than all the waters of Iſrael? May T + 
not gaſh in they.” and be clean 3 But as his ſervants 
did ſoberly adviſe bim then : If the Prophet had bid * 
the do ſome greag en thou not have _ 
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How much rather then, mhen be ſaith to thes, Wiſh 
and be clean? So give me leave to ſay unto you now: 
If the Lord had commanded us ro do ſome prear 
thing, for the artaining of ſo high a good ; ſhould 
not we willingly have done it ? How much rather 
then, when he bidderch us to car the bread, and 
drink the wine that he hath provided for us at his 
own Table, har by his bleſling thereupon we may 
grow in grace, and be preſerved borh 1n body and

True itis Indeed, thcſe outward creatures have 

no natural power in them to ctic& {o great a werk

pleaſed, in the diſpeniationHorh of the Word and 
of the Sacramenr*, (o to crdain ir, that theſe hea- 
venly trealures ſhould be preſented unto us in 
earthen veſts, that the excelergy of the pew r might 
be of God. 2 Cor, 4. 9. As therefore in the preach- 
ing of the Goſpel, the Miniſter doth not dare ver- 
bt, and beat the ajr with a fruicleſs ſound, bur che 
words that he ſpeaketh unto us are Spirir an life ; 
God being pleaſed by the facliſhneſs rf preachirg, to 
ſrve them thag believe: fo Nikewiſe in the auiuni« 
Nration of che Lords Supper, he dorh nor fred vs 
with bare bread and wine, bur it we have the life 
of faith in us, (for ſtill we mutt remeniber tha this 
Table is provided not for the dead, tut for the li- 
ving) ard come worthily, the Cup of b'eſſing which 
he bleſſeth, 1 Cor.

is Segregatio betryogencornm, 2 diflevering of thoſe 
that be not of the ſame cemmunion ; that the 
fairhful may nor partake with Idolaters, by coun- 
renancing, or any way joyning with chem 1n their 
ungodly courſes, For that this ts the main (co 
at which St. Paul aimeth in his rrearing here of = 
Sacrament, is evident both by that which goeth 
before in v. 19. * Wherefore my deatly beloved, 
« flee f:om Idolatry : and char which fellowerh in 
the 21. * Ye cannot drink the Cap of the Lord. 
« and the cup of Devils ; ye cannor be partakers of 
«rhe Lords Table, and cf che Tavle of Devils. 
Whereby we may cclie& rhus much, that as the 
Lords Suprer is a ſeal of our conjunction cne with 
another. and with Chriſt cur Head 1015 itan evi- 
dence of cur di{-jun&tien from Idolaters, binding us 
to diſfavow all communion with them in their talſe 
worſhip, And indeed, the cne muſt neceſſarily 
follow upon the other ;z conſidering the nature of 
this haincus fin of Idolatry 15 ſuch, thar it can no 
ways ſtand with the fellowſhip which a Chriſtian 
man ought to have, torh with the Head, and with 
the b-dy of the Church.To this purpoſe, in 2 Cor. 
6. 16,19, we read thu' : ** What agreement hath 
« the Temple of God with Idols ? tor ye are the 
* Temple of the living God, as God tath ſaid, 1 
« will dwell in them, and walk in them, and I will 
© he theirGod,ard they ſhall ke my people. Where- 
* fore come out from among them, an:l be ye ſe» 
'* parare, faith the Lord,and couch not the unclean 
« thing ; and 1 will receive you. And in Coloſ.2. 
18,19. + Ler no man beguile you cf y our reward, 
* jna voluntary humility, and worſhipping of An- 
© oels, intruding 1nto tl;ofe things which he hath 
« not ſeen, vainly puft up by his tleſhly mind: and 
« nor holding the head, from which a'l the body 
« by 1oynes and bands having novriſhmert mi: j- 
* ſtred ard knir rt gether, increaſerh with the 
&« increaſe of God. in which words che Apoſtle 
ſhew. th unto us, that ſech as under pretence of 
humility were rawn to the worſhipping of Angels, 
did not hold th: Had, a14 conſt quently could nor 
retain commurion with the Biyy, which receiverh 
his whole growth from thence. Anſwerable wheres« 
unto the Files afſemb'ed our of divers Provinces 
of Aſia in the Synod held art Landicea, (got far 
from the Co! ſins) did lo folemuly conclu..e, that 
* Chriſtiana cughe nor to torlake the Church of 
© God, and go and invocate Angels, and pronoun» 
ced an A:athema againſt any that ſhould be found 
to do ſo, © becauſe (ſay they) he hath forſaken 
* our Lord Jeſus Chniſt, the Son of God,and given 
* himſelf ro Idolatry : Declaring plainly, chat L. 


this Ido/atrous Invocation of Angels, a diſcefſion 
was made both from the Church of God, as they 
noce in the beginning, and from Chrift the Head 
of the Church, as they obſerve in the end of their 
Canom 
For the further underſtanding of this particular, 
it will nor be amiſs to confider what Theodoret, a 
famous Biſhop of the ancient Church, hath wricren 
of this matter in his Commentary upon Colf. 24. 
that is, © They that defenmed the Law ee he) 
© induced them alſo to worſhip che Angels, ſaying, 
$ tha: the Law was given by them. Ard this vice 
© concinucd in Phrigia.and Piſidta for a long time: 
© for which cauſe alſo the Synod afembled in Lao- 
$ dicea the cliicf City of Phrygia, forbid them by 
* 4 Law, to pray umo Angels, And eyecn to this 
* day among them and their borderers, thereare 
© Oratorics of St, Micoael to be ſeen, This there- 
© fore did they counicl ſhould be dcne, uſing humi- 
© jicy, and ſaying, that the God of all was inviſible, 
© and inaccefſi.le,and incomprehenſible ; and thar 
© jt was fit men ſhould get Gods favour by the 
© means of Angels. And this1$ it, which the Apo- 
file ſaith ; * in humility, and worſhipping of An- 
© pels, Thus far Tueadoret, whom Cardinal Barontus 
diſcerning to come ſomewhat cloſe unto him, and 
ro touch the Idolairy of che Popiſh crue a litcle ro 
the quick, leaverh the poor ſhifts wherewith his 
companions labour to obſcure che hight of this te- 
ſtimny, and telleth us plainly, that Ther. yer, * by 
© his leave, di 1 not well underſtand the meaning of 
* Pauls wor.is : and that thoſe Oratcries of Sr, Mi- 
chiel were erected anciently by © atbalicks, and not 
by thoſe Heretzckt! which were condemned in the 
Council of Lardicea, as he miſtook the marrer. As 
if any wiſe man would be perſwaded uphn his bare 
word, that the memeary of thizgs done 1n Aſa to 
long fince, ſhould be more trelh in Rome ac this 
day, than in the time ct Th:ofret, who lived 
1200 years a£0. : 
Yet muſt I needs confeſs, that he ſheweth a lir- 
ele more modeſty herein than Beilarmine his teliows- 
Cardinal doth z who would make us believe, thar 
the place in Revel- 19. where the Angel (aith ro 
Sr. John that wou'd have worſhipped him, * See 
© thou do it not, 1 am thy fellow-lervant, Worſhip 
© God : maketh for them ; and demander}1 very 
ſoberly, * Why they ſhould be reprehended, who 
« do the (ame thing that Fobn did ? and, whether 
« the Calviniſts knew becter than Fobn, whether 
« Angels wcre to be Adored or no? And as for 
invocation of them, he tel/erh us, that St. Facob 
lainly prayed unro an Ange), in Gen,q8. when in 
Biediog the ſons of Jo/epb, he (aid, * The Angel 
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©* which delivered me from all evi),blefs thoſe chil- 
© dren. Whom for anſwer we remit to Sr. Cyrzl, 
C io the firft Chaprer of the third book of bis The- 
ſaws) and intreat him to tell us, how near of kin 
he 18 here to thoſe Hereticks,oft whomS:.Cyrilthere 
ſpeaketh, His words be theſe : © That he doth nor 
* mean (in that place, Gen,48.16,_) an Angel,as the 
*HERBTICES underſtand it, but the Son of God, 
* is manifeſt by this : that when he had ſaid, (The 
Angel, ) he preſently adderh, (who delivered me 
© from allevils,) Which Sc. Cy a! preſuppoſeth, no 
good Chriſtian will aſcribe ro any but to God alone. 

Bur to come more near yet unto that which is 
Idelatry moſt properly : An 1s! (we muſt under- 
ſtand) in the exact propriety of the term, doth 
ſignfie any Image ; but according ro the Eccleſia. 
ſiical uſe of che word, it noteth ſuch an Image as is 
ler up tor religious adoration. And in this later 
lence we charge the adherents of the Church of 
Rom? with groſs Idolatry : becauſe that contrary 
ro Gods expreſs Commandment they are found to 
be worſhipcrs of Images. Neither will it avail 
them here to ſay, that the Idolatry forbidden in 
the Scripcure, ts that only which was uſed by Jews 
and P agarg, The Apoſtle indeed in this place ex- 
hortng Chriſtians trom Idolatry, propoundeth the 
fall of the Few's in this kind before their eyes 2: Negs 
ther be ye Idolarers, faith he, as ſome of them were. 
1 Cor.10.7 8. And ſo doch he alſo add concerning 
another fin, in the verſe following ; * Neither ler 
© vs commur formcation as ſome of them commit- 
*red, As well then might one plead, that Jewiſh 
or Heatheniſh Forvicayuon were here on y repre- 
hended, as Jewiſh or Heatheniſh Idolatry. Bur as 
the one is a t. ul fin, whether it be committed by 
Jew, Pagan, or Chriſtian : ſo if (uch as profels the 
Name ot Chriſt,ſhall pra&iſe that which the word 
of God condemnerh 1n Jews and Pagans, for Ido» 
lacry, their proteflion is ſo far from diminiſhing, 
that It augmenteth rather the hainouſneſs of the 
crime. * The [dols of che Heathen are ſilver and 
* gold, the work of mcns hands, faich the Pſalmiſt, 
and fo the 1421s (ot Chriſtians, in all likehhood, 
mentioned in the Revelation, are ſaid ro be of 
* gold,and filver,and braſs, and ſtone,and of wood; 
* which neither can ſee, nor hear, nor walk. The 
deſcription of thele 1do.s (we ſee) agreerth in all 
points with Popilh Images : where 18 any diffe« 
rence 

The Heathen, fay they, held che Images them» 
ſelves tube G. ds, which 1s far trom our thought, 
Admuir, ſome of the fimpler fort of the Heathen 
did ſo : what ſhall we fay of the Jewiſh 1dolaters, 
(of whom the Apelſile here ſpeakeih) who orey 
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the golden Calf in the wilderneſs ? Can we think 
that they were all ſo ſenſcleſs, as to imagin that 
the Calf, which they knew was not at all zn rerum 


ngtuya, and had no Being at that rime when they 


Eame our of Egypr, ſhould yet be that © God which 
* brought them up out of the land of Egypt, Exod. 
32-4. And for the Heathen : did the Romans and 
Grecians, when they dedicaredin ſeveral places an 
hundred Images (for exim»!e) ro the honour of 
- King ct all their Gods, think that there- 

y they had made an hutwircd Jupiters ? or when 
their blocks were ſo old, that they had need to 
have new placed in their ſtead ; did they think by 
this change of their !maces,thar rhey made charge 
alſo of their Gods ? wichour queſtion they muſt to 
have thought, if chey d1d take the very Images 
themſelves to L< Cods: And yer the Prophet bids 
us conſider diligently; and we (hall find chat the 
Heathen Nations *© 11d not change their Gods, Fr. 
2.10,11. Nav, what do we nicet with, more utu- 
ally in the w: i:1ngs of che Fachers, than theſe an- 
ſwers of the Hemiiens for rhemſelves ? + We Wor- 
©hip rhe Gods '»; :he Imazes, We fear not them, 


© bur thoſe ta whuic [mage they are made, and to 
© whoſe names they 2rc conſecrated. 1 do not wor- 
©ſhip rha; ſtone, nor that Image which is withour 
*ſenſe. 1 neither worſhip the [mage nor a ſpirit in 


© jr 3 Hut by the Bodily Portraiture 16do behold the 
© fign of that thiog which [ oughtro worſhip, 

Burt admit they did not account the Image it ſelf 
ro be God, (will the Papiſt further ſay; )yer were 
thoſe images (er up to repreſent eicher things chat 
had no being, or Devils, or falſe Gods ; and 1n that 
reſpe& were Idols: whereas we ere& Images cnly 
ro the honour of the true God and his ſervanrs the 
Saints and Angels. To this I might oppoſe that an- 
ſwer of the Heathen to the Chriſttans : * We do 
© not worſhip evil ſpirits : Such as yeu call Angels, 
*rhoſe do we alſo worſhip,the powers of che great 
«God, and the Miniſters of the great Gol: ard 
put them in mind of St. Auguſtines reply : *I 
*would you did worſhip them ; you ſhould ea- 
ily learn of them not to worſhip chem. Bur 1 
will grant unto them, that many of the Ido- 
latrous Jews and Heathens Images were ſuch 
as they my were: yet | deny that all of them 
were ſuch, and confidently do avouch, that 1do- 
latry is commirted by yielding Adoration to an 
Image of the true God himſelf. For proof where- 
of (omirring the Idols of Micha, Judg. 17. 3, 13s 
and Feroboam, 2 Kings 1c. 16- 29, 31. Which were 
erced to the memory of Jehovah the God of 
Iſratl ;, as alſo the Arhenians ſuperſtitious Wer« 
ſhip of the *Unknown God, AZ. 37. 23, if, 43 


the common uſe of Idolaters was, they added an 
Image to their Altar :) I will contene my ſelf with 
theſe rwo places of Scriprure ; the ove whereof 
concerneth the Jews, the other the Heathen. 
That which toucherth the Heathen , is in the firft 
Chapter of the Epiſtle ro the Romans : where the 
Apoſtle having ſaid , that God had ſhewed unte 
them that which might be known cf him,; and 
that * the inviſible things of him , that is, his e«- 
© rernal Power and Godhead, was manifeſtce unto 
them by the Creation of rhe World , and the con- 
remplation of the Creatures : he adderh preſently, 
that God was ſorely diſpleaſked with them , and 
therefore gave them up unto vile affetions, be- 
cauſe, * they changed the glory of that uncorrupt- 
*1ble God, into an Image made like ro corrvpt- 
*ible Men, and te Birds, and Four- footed Beaſts, 
*and creeping Things, Whereby ir is evident, 
that the Idolatry condemned in the wiſeſt cf the 
Heathen , was the adoring of the inviſible God, 
whom they acknowledged to be the Creator of all 
things, in viſible Images faſhioned to the ſimilicude 
of Men and Beaſts, 

The other place of Scripture, is the 4 of D-a- 
teronomy : where Moſes uleth this ſpeech unto the 
Children of 1 -el. 

The Lord ſpeak unto you out of che midſt of 
© the fire: yee heard the voice of the Words, bur 
* ſaw no ſimilitude, only ye heard a voice, verſe 12. 
Ard what doth he infer upon this ? * Take ye there- 
* fore gocd heed unto your ſelves, (C fairh he in 
the 15, verſe ) © for ye ſaw no manner of fimili- 
© rude enthe day that the Lord (peak unto you in 
© Horeb, out of the midſt of the fice. Leſt ye cor- 
* rupt your ſelves, and make you a graven |mage , 
© che ſimilicude of any figure, the likeneſs of Male 
© or Fernale, the likereſs of any Beaſt that is on 
© the Earth, the likeneſs of any winged Fow! that 
* flieth in the Air, the likeneſs of any thing that 
©crecpeth on the ground, the likeneſs of any Fiſh 
© that is in the Waters beneath the Earth. Where 
we may obſerve : firſt, that God, in the delivery 
of che Law,did purpoſely uſe a voice only ; becauſe 
that ſuch a creature as that, was not to be cxpreſſ- 
ed by viſible lineaments, as if that voice ſhould 
have ſaid untothe Painter, as Eccho fayned to doe 
ic the Pcer. 

« Vane, quid affeas faciem mihi ponere,piRore 

« $1 mih1 vis fimilem pingere, pinge ſorum. 

Secondly, that when he uttered the words of 
the fecond Commandement in mount Sinai, and 
forbad the making of the likeneſs of any thing 
* that is in Hcaven above, orfin the Earth beneath, 
or in the Waters under the Karch 3 he did at that

either of man or woman, cicher of beaſt in the 
earth, fowl in the air, or fiſh in the waters be- 
neath the earth : to the end ic might be the berter 
made known, that it was his pleaſure not to be 
adozed at all inany (uch forms; and that the 
worſhiping of Images, not only as they have ve- 
ference to the creatures whem they do immediar- 
ly repreſent, or to falſe gods, but alſo as they 
have re'ation to himſelf (the true God, who was 
then ſpeaking unto them in the Mount ) did come 
within the compaſs of the Idolatry which was 
con iemned tn that Commandment. 

In vaintherefore do the Romaniſts go about to 
perſwad- us, that their Images be no Idols : and 
as vainly alſo do they ſrend time in curiouſly 
diſtinguiſhing the ſeveral degrees of worſhip ; che 
higheſt point whereof, which Ht ey call Latreia, 
and acknowledg to be due only unto God, they 
would be loth we ſhould think that they did com- 
municate ro any of their Images, But here we 
are to underſtand, firſt of all, that Idolatry may he 
commited by giving not the higheſt only, bur 
allo the low. ſt degree of religious adoration unto 
I mages : a:d chereforc in the words of the Com- 
mandmenrt, the very * bowing down unto them, 
winch 1£02c of the meancſt degrees of worſhip, is 
expreſly forbidden, Secondly. that it is the recei- 
v.d dcArine ct Popiſh! Divines, that the Image 
ſhould he honoured with the ſame worſhip, where: 
wit! thar thing is worſhipped whoſe Image it is : 
and therefoure what :doracion is due to Chriſt and 
Ce Trinicy, the ſame by this ground they are to 
give unto their Images. Trirdly,that 1n the Roman 
Por: fical publiſhed by the authority cf Clement the 
8. (ro omvr other reſtimonmics wm his kind) it 1s 
conc'uded, tht the Crois of the Popes Legate 
ſh:1! !:ave the right hand, upon this very reaſon, 
$ quta Ce:crvr ei {acriaghecauſe the wor ſhip proper 
ro God 1s due trol, Now whether thev commit 
Idolarry, who communicate unto a ſenſeleſs rhing, 
that worſhip which they chemſelves confeſs ro be 
due un'o God alone : [:t all the worl1 judge. 

They were bcſt therefore from kencetorth con- 
feſs themſclves to be Idolaters : and ſtand to ir,that 
every kind of Idolatry is not unlawfu), Their Je- 
ſuire Gregrrics de Valentia will tell them for their 
comfort, that ir 1s no abſurdity to think chat St. Pe- 
ter, when he deterreth the faithtul by name ab illt- 
citys Faolcyumm cultibus (St. Peter calleth chem, that 
1s,«b2minable Idolatries)dorh jufinuate thereby,thar 
ſome worſhip of Images is lawful. John Monceye che 
Frenchman in his Aaron Purgatis (dedicated to the 
late Pope F aul 5._) ad in his 20 queſtions pro» 
_ Founded to Viſors, ſtretcherh yer a ſtrain higher. 
For howſoever he cannot away with the name of 


flok and Idelatry ; yet he liketh the thing it ſelf 
ſo well, that he underraketh to clear Aaron from 
commirrting any error in ſerting up the golden Calf, 
and labcurech to purge Laban, and Micha ; an1 Je- 
roboars toogfrom the 1mpuration of idolatry : having 
found indeed, that nothing had Leen done by them 
in this kind, which 1s not agreeable to rhe practice 
of the Roman Church at this day, ; 

And le{t the poorpeople, whom they have ſo mt- 
ſerably abuſed, {hcu'd find how far they have been 
milled , we fee that the maſters ct rhar Church do 
in the Service :ooks ard Ca:tcchiſms, which come 
unto the hands of rhe 1u)gar, generally leave out 
the words of the ſecond Commandment that make 
againſt the adoration of ima; es : fearing leſt by the 
I:ghr therecf, the miſtery of their in'quiry ſhould 
be diſcovered. They pretend indeed thar this Com- 
mandmenr 15 not excluded by them, but included 
only in the firſt: whereas in truth they do bur crat- 
tily conceal it from the peoples eyes, becauſe they 
would not have chem to be ruled by it.Nay Vaſquez 
the Jeſuir doth boldly acknowledge, that it plainly 
appeareth by comparing the words of this Come 
mandment, with the place which hath been al- 
ledged out cf D:w, 4. that the Scripture did nor 
only forbid the worſhipping ot an 1mage tor God, 
bur alſo the adoration of the true God himſelf in 
an image. He confefſerh furcher, that he and his 
fellow Catholicks do otherwiſe. What faith he then 
to the commandment, think you ? Becau'e it will 
rot be vbcy'd it mutt be repeal'd,and nor admitted 
to haveany place among the moral precepts ot 
God. It was (tzith he _) a potitive and cer« moniad 
Law : an theretcre ovght ro c:ale in the cime ot 
the Goſpel. And asf it had nat been enough for 
him to march rhe Scribes and Pharitces in impiety, 
who * mide the Comman:lments of God of none 
© te, thic they might keep their own traditions : 
that he migh: 145] che meaiure of his fathers, and 
ſhe w himlelt c5 be a true ch1id of her who bearerh 
the vame of being * che mother of hariors and abo» 
* minations of the earth; Rewer 5, he 1s yet more 
mad, and ſtickerh n5- ro maintain, that rot obly a 
painted Image, Futa y other thing of the world, 
whether it he withour fe and reaton, or whether 
it be a reaſonable creatnre, may (1n the nature of 
the thing,and it che matrer be diſcreetly handied_) 
be adored with God, as his image ; yea, and count- 
eth ir no abſurdity at all, that a very wiſp of ſtraw 
ſhould be thus worſhipped. 

But ler us turn yet again,and we ſhall ſee greater 
abominarions than theſe. Exek.$. : 5. We heard how 
this blefled Sacrament, which 1s here propounded 
by the Apoſtle, as a bond to unite Chriftians roge- 
ther 1n one body, hath been made rhe _— of
